Comparison   of    1972    Enrollment   with    1971    Enrollment.       (See   Table    1) 

Comparisons   of   Summer    Session  or   Quarter,    1972  and    Summer   Session  or    Quarter,    1971 
University   enrollment    statistics   demonstrate  decreases    for    both  on-campus   and    extramural    enrollments. 
Although    the  Medical    Center    reported   a    significant    increase    in   enrollment,    the    table   below    illustrates 
that   decreases   at   Urbana-Champa  ign   and   Chicago   Circle  contributed    to  a    net   decrease  of    1,193    students 
or    5.67    percent    in   total    on-campus    enrollments.      The  substantial    decrease   for   Urbana-Champa  ign    Extra- 
mural   courses    resulted    in  a    total    decrease  of    118   students   or   37.11    percent    in   Extramural    enrollments. 
The  combined   on-campus   and    Extramural    decreases    resulted    in  a    total    University  decrease  of    1,311 
students  or   6. I1)    percent.

At    Urbana-Champa ign,    the   Graduate    College,    with   a    decrease   of    718    students   or    9.82    percent, 
accounted    for    the  major    part   of    the    total    decrease  of    1,017    students.      Other    divisions   with    substantial 
decreases    were   Liberal    Arts    and    Sciences     (137    students),    Unassigned    (91    students),    and    Education 
(53    students) .       Increases    in   enrollment    were   experienced    in   Physical    Education    (32    students).    Aviation 
(15   students),    Agriculture    (II    students),    and    Fine   and   Applied    Arts     (3    students). 

The    Chicago   Circle   campus    reported    increases    in    the   Graduate   College    (58    students)    and 
Business    Administration    (4    students).      Decreases    in   enrollment    were    reported    for    Liberal    Arts   and 
Sciences    (164    students),    Unassigned   as    to   College    (121     students).    Engineering    (120   students),    Education 
(77    students),    and   Architecture    and   Art    (50    students). 

The   Medical    Center,    which   experienced    a    net     increase   of    295    students,    reported    a    substantial 
increase   for   Post -Prof ess iona 1    Residents    (248   students).      This    increase   resulted    primarily   from   a   change 
in   methods    at    the   Medical    Center    in   accounting    for    Residents   during    the    summer    term   and    not    from   an 
actual     increase  of    students.       It    is   anticipated    that    the    present    figure   will    not    change    substantially 
in    future    summer    terms.      Substantial     increases    were   also    reported    for    Pharmacy    (39    students)    and 
Associated   Medical    Sciences    (22    students).      Decreases   were   reported    for    three  classifications,    the 
highest    decrease  occurring    in   Dentistry    (27    students). 
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Extramural    enrollments   at   Urbana-Champaign  decreased    by   66   students    in  undergraduate 
credit    courses   and    55   students    in  graduate  credit  courses.      Chicago  Circle   extramural    courses    in- 
creased   by    16   students    in  undergraduate  courses   and   decreased    by    13    students    in  graduate  courses. 

Percentage  of   Women.       (See  Table   2) 

The   percentage  of   women  at    the  University  of    Illinois    in   the  Summer   Session  or    Quarter, 
1972  was   38.38   compared   with   38.06   for    Summer,    1971    and    38.03    for    Summer,    1970.      In   Summer,    I960, 
the   percentage  was   30.66,    and    in    1950,    23.75.      Increases    in   percentage  of   women   students    in   the   early 
1 970' s   appears    to   be    less    than    the   rate  of   growth    in   the   1 950 's   and    I960's. 

Noncont  i  nuing  and  Continuing  Students.   (See  Tables  3,  *• ,  and  5) 

Noncont inu i ng    students,     including    New   Students,    Readm i ss i ons ,    and    Intercampus    Transfers, 
experienced   a    17.55   percent    decrease    in   the  Summer   Session  or   Quarter,    1972   when   compared   with    1971. 
Data   for    the   same   period    showed    that   Continuing   Students   decreased   2.55   oercent.      The  combined   decrease 
for   Noncont inu ing   and   Continuing    Students    for    Summer   Session  or   Quarter,    1972  equaled  b.\U  percent. 

Percentage   of    Full-Time   and    Part-Time    Students.       (See   Table   7) 

Few   substantial    changes    in    the   percent   of    full-time   and    part-time    students    resulted    in 
Summer    Session   or    Quarter,    1972   compared    to    Summer,    1971    data.      The    highest    rate  of   change   was    noted 
for   undergraduates   at    the   Medical    Center   where    full-time   men    increased    from    21.3    percent   of    enrollment 
in    1971    to   30.8    percent    in    1972   and    full-time   women   decreased    from   82  .'t    to    75.6   percent   of    enrollment. 
The   percent   of    full-time   Graduate  men   at    the  Medical    Center   also  decreased    from  8^.2    to   76.2. 

Except    for   undergraduate    students   at    the   Medical    Center,    where   75.6    percent   of   women   are 
full-time   and    30.8    percent   of   men   are   full-time,    the   differences    between    sexes    in    percent   of    full-time 
students   are    snal I  . 

Resident    and    Nonresident    Students.       (See   Table   8) 

The   percent   of    nonresident    enrollment    in    the   Summer   of    1972    equaled    I4.I8   percent.         This 
percentage    reflects   a   continuation   of   a   trend    in    reduction   of    nonresident    students    in    the   early    1 970 ' s , 
as    evidenced    by   a    nonresident    enrollment   of    15.36    in   Sumrr.er,    1971    and    16.95    in    1970.       In    1950,    non- 
residents   totaled    19.03    percent,    and    in    I960,    22.86   percent.
